Glad to know that you 
are improving your opportuni- 
ties and are making a mark in 
the world of letters and at the 
same time yon are lifting vonr 
worthy readers to a higher plane 
of living*. 

As I preached in Ken- 
tucky many yearn (am still • 
young man) thought it would 
not be amiss to write a news let- 
ter to your paper, as I caunot 
find the time to writ a long epis- 
tle to each old friend whe hap- 
pened to hear me preach in my 
native state. 

"1 love you, California," 
it the State song whioh is sung 
here as frequently as you sing 
the "Old Kentucky Home" there 
That reminds me that 
they pressed me into service in a 
basebwll game recently at Long 
Beaeb, and 1 played short-stop 
for nine innings on a Kentucky 
University team aud we had a 
naT * good time giving the Kentucky 
yells and singing the "Old Ken- 
tucky Home." 

There is a Kentucky or- 
ganization in the Angeles whioh 
holds monthly socials and keeps 
up the old feeling of love for 
home. 

Every Kentuckian is 
proud of his uative State and is 
not slow to exhibit it. 

Religious conditions out 
here are about as follows — good 
church buildings, much activities 
among the people who are mem- 
bers, there being very few drones 
in the bee hive, but there ia a 
vast amounf of work yet to be 
done as a large percentage of the 
population seems to be seeking 
after the two moat popular Gods 
of this world, money and pleas- 
ure. It is much easier to get au 
attendance at a picnic than at a 
prayer meeting. 

When a religious con- 
vention is held at the Beach the 
people turn out in large numbers 
two thousand not being an unus- 
urI number in attendance.

Athens, Ga., Aug. 19. — Under 
the heading, "Be Honest Even 
With The Railroad," the Banner 
of this city mskes the following 
editorial comment regarding the 
contention of the railroads that 
the Post Office Department is 
underpaying them for handling 
the mails: »■ 

"To carry the people's mail 
quickly, safely and frequently is 
a social obligation which the rail- 
roads freely concede. It is a 
service voluntarily performed, 
for no law compels a railroad 
company to oarry mails unless it 
contracts to do so. The courts 
hold, however, that if the rail- 
roads, so contract, they must do 
so ou terms named by the gov- 
ernment, 

"Though surrounded by these 
anomalous conditions, tbe rail- 
roads have without stint placed 
their resources at the disposal of 
the Nation to develop tbe trans- 
portation of mails to tbe highest 
possible state of efficiency. This 
service has been paid for at a 
price fixed by the government, a 
price from which the carriers 
have had no appeal. Railroad 
officers have felt, ever since the 
present method of railway mail 
payment was established in 1873, 
that this compensation was un- 
justly low. 

"This opinion is still held by 
experienced railroad officers 
throughout the country, but with 
even greater firmness and earn- 
est nese, ou account of the increas- 
ing costs of railroad operation 
combined with frequent heavy 
reductions in railway mail pay 
made by the government. 

The United States government, 
in 1912, paid the railways $51,- 
697,874,49 for carrying mail. 
This was about 20.95 per cent, 
of all postal revenues. In 1901 
the railways received 84 percent 
of the postal revenues. In that 
same year, 1901, the 'Joint Com- 
mittee to Investigate the Postal 
Service,' of which Senator Wol- 
cott was chairman, reported to 
congress its opiuion that 'the 
prices now paid to the railroads 
for the transportation of the 
mails are uot excessive.' Yet, 
in 1907, congress reduced railway 
mail pay by $2,723,000, about 
five per cent, and the postmaster 
general, upon his own initiative, 
by administration order, made a 
further reduction of nearly $5,- 
000,000, about ten per cent; an 
aggregate reduction of $7,700,000 
per annum, or fifteen per cent. 

"The railroads maintain that 
at present they are uo lerpaid by 
at least $15,000,000 per year. It 
is their belief that a fair adjust- 
ment woold require that the 
government should pay the rail- 
roads for all services they ren- 
der. 

"The complaint of the railways 
is uot against the standard of 
measuring such mail service a6 
is paid for, out that a very large 
amount of service is demauded 
for which the nation makes no 
paymeut whatever."

Cooperative l"ore$t Pire Protection. 

During the last quarter of the 
fiscal year, the federal gov- 
erment entered into cooperative 
fire protection agreements with 
the following states : Maine, New 
York, Minnesota, Montana, 
Washington, and Oregon. These 
six agreement contemplete the 
protections from fire of : 
approxinately 87,-OOO,0O0 acres of 
land on the forested watershead 
of navigable stream., »or which 
purpose $51,500 of federal funds 
hare been made available. There 
are at the present time 14 states 
which sre engaged in active co- 
is 

possible that three new states, 
Kentucky, South Dakota and 
West Virginia will be added by 
earlv fall. 

The^ federal goverment, 
thought it has allotted a total of 
85,000 for the work of the pres- 
ent season, is a minor contributor 
in the aggregate.
